— The 
Stemming District Tobacco ' a**ocia- 
tion today sold the entire crop of 1!W7 
in this district. The crop was pur- 
cha*cd by the Imperial Tobacco com- 
pany. Mr Elliott, the general man- 
ager of the company in this district 
is in England and the contract for 
the *ale of thi“ year s crop wa* signed 
in that country and notice of the sale 
wa* received here today. 

All the tobacco sold was in pool. 
The di*trict includes Henderson, 
Webster, 1'nion, Crittenden and 
Hopkins counties. The prices in to- 
day s sale were as follows: First 

gradc---Lcaf IK); lugs, lit); tra*h, 
14. Second grad-- 19, ♦'.» and Id. 

Third grade---IH, |* and $2. Fourth 
| grzde--l7. 17 and 12. It is esti- 
mated that there arc sixteen millions 
pound* in pool and the average price 
wa* s> cents. The total price for the 
tobacco will be about 11,270,000.

The closing is for the purpose of 
protection in ease of a ruo. 

Since the hanks here could not get 
ea-h from Kansaa City in case of a 
run, they considered the risk too 
great. The banks of this city arc 
carrying many of t he small hanks 
over this territory. They have ar- 
ranged to issue Clearing House 
certificates until conditions improve.
